r THE MUNICIPAL RATES BILL. 

The AtTrorney-Guyerat—i have now to 
move tho second reading of a Bill ontitled the 
Municipal Rates Ordinance, 1885. The object 
of - the Ordinance ‘is to smend the existing 


point of principle'of some importance. The Or- 
dinance is drafted upou the lines of the exist. 
ing Ordinance, 12 of 1875, but if introduces the 
Amendments that ore desired and it eliminates 
naveral of the existing provisions. It provides 
amongst other things statutory authority for 
cartaiu proceedings connected with the lovying 
of rates which have, as a matter of fact, bsen 
followod in the Treasurgr's department for samo 
time past. The first amendment [ would call at- 
Bill. That ssction contains a provision under 
which a valuer may requirs the ownor or oceupior 
of'wny tenement fo furnish him with the parti- 
culars epecified in fornt 4 in the schedale, and 
may call upon such ownar or occupier to exhibit 
to him all recsipts for rent, ront- books, accoauts, 
or other documents whateres connected with the 
rontior value of such tenoment, “Is has boon 
dhonght neceasary to give this power to the 
valuer inasmuch sq there is good reason to believe 
-—g0 Laminformed—that the fetarns hitherto ob- 
tained without that power aro by no means trust- 
worthy.
